Loss Is 33% 


From 20 to 50 per cent of the 
orange crop throughout the Up- 
land, Alta Loma-Cucamonga dis- 
trict was lost in the three-hour 
wind storm Sunday night, accord- 
ing to unofficial estimates from 
persons close to the industry. 

While the loss in some sections 
is greater than in others, the 
“over-all” damage was placed un- 
officially at approximately 33 per 
cent. Based on last year’s produc- 
tion, this would mean a loss to 
the district of approximately 
500,000. 

Alta Loma and the upper por- 
tion of Upland’s orange district 
was hardest hit by the storm. Or-

anges knocked from the trees are | 
unsaleable unless their sugar con- 
tent meets certain standards. It 
is unlikely that the sugar con- 
tent is high enough although tests 
are being made. 

Loss among lemon growers was 
also heavy but much lighter than 
for orange growers. Lemons, 
knocked from the trees, have 
enough marketable value and will 
be recovered. This additional 
work, however, will add to the ex- 
pense account. 

In previous wind storms, dam- 
age to oranges has been 40 per 
cent in those areas the hardest 
hit, according to local records.
